This psalm is a plea, a cry for 
revival, This is a prayer that God 
would turn the hearts of His 
people back to Him again and 
give them joy again and a re- 
newed sense of God’s presence. 
Then here is the word about soul- 
winning. I am going to speak this 
morning on Going After Souls. 

(Now at another time, perhaps 
tomorrow, I would like to preach 
on The Broken Heart in Soul 
Winning. It says, “They that 
sow in tears shall reap in joy.” 
“He that goeth forth and weepeth 


. +.» ) But this morning I want 
to call your attention to the plain 
statement in verse 6, “He that 
goeth forth . . . shall doubtless 
come again with rejoicing.” The 
GO in soul winning, or Going 
After Sinners. 


I. The Main Thing Is to Go 


I want you to notice, first of 
all, that this is the first require- 
ment that God makes about soul- 
winning effort, all the way 
through the Bible. It is so in this 
verse. The first requirement is not 
that you live a holy life, though 
God certainly wants His people to 
live a clean and holy life. But you 
know, there were Pharisees, many 
a Pharisee, who lived as good a 
life as a lot of you sanctimonious 
church members, and yet they 
never won a soul. It takes more 
than that. That is not where one 


‘| begins. Where you begin is by 


saying, “By God’s grace, I love the 
Lord and I want souls saved and 
I am going out after them.” So 
going after sinners is the first 
requirement in soul-winning. 
Someone may say, “Well, I do 
not have enough education to be 
a soul winner.” But, thank God, 
that isn’t what it takes. It is not 
an education that wins souls. I 
know people who have plenty of 
education, but they can not win 
a soul. I know lots of people who 
never end their sentences with a

Right May Not Win Immedi- 
ately; But Ultimately, 
Right Wins

you see the Devil spreading him- 
self like a great big green hay 
tree.

That 
preacher just does not know his 
okra. John the Baptist was right, 
but he got his head cut off. Right 
did not win there. Paul was run 
out of every town he preached in, 
ne@rly. 
Jesus Christ, the only perfect man 
who ever walked the mundane 
sphere was taken out and cruci- 
fied. No, brother; right does not 
always win, or we would still have 
prohibition tonight instead of re- 
peal, and instead of re-legalized 
booze. But just a minute. Are you 
listening? If right always won, 
who in the name of Heaven would 
not want to stand for right@ God 


How about right there? 


wants you and me to stand for 
right because it is right to stand 
for the right. And if we win, that 
is swell; that is dandy; that is 
peachy. And if we lose, God bless 
you, we will still stand for what 
is right because it is right to stand 
for what is right. 

Now I believe that right will ul- 
timately win. In the final great 
summing up of all things, John the 
Baptist will come out on top, and 
Herod will go down. Paul will 
come out on top, and his enemies 
will go down. 
in the synagogue, and he was just 
as right as the stars, but they beat 
him. to death with rocks just the 
same. There has been many a 
man to go to the electric chair 
who was just as innocent as you 
are. There have been many who 
have spent years in the peniten- 
tiary who were just as innocent of 
the crimes for which they went to 
the pen as a newborn babe; but 
circumstantial evidence condemned 
them. No, brother, right does not 
always win. It will ultimately win, 
but it does not always win here. 
“Because sentence against an evil 
work is not executed speedily, 
therefore the heart of the sons of 
men is fully set in them to do 
evil” (Eccles. 8:11). Right will 
ultimately win. 

- Now, this Scripture says that 
God has this world kept in store, 
reserved unto fire against the day 
of judgment and perdition of un- 
godly men. God has a day wait- 
ing, a day coming, when the 
wicked will get paid for all their 
ungodly, wicked deeds, when 
wrong will go down in the dust 
of defeat and right will triumph.

fire against the day of judgment 
and perdition of ungodly men. But, 
beloved, be not ignorant of this 
one thing, that one day is with 
the Lord as a thousand years, and 
a thousand years as one day.” God 
does not have to get in a hurry 
like you and me. He can take a 
thousand years to accomplish His 
purpose, or a billion thousand 
years: He does not have to get 
in a hurry at all. You and I get 
all in a dither, stewing around, 
getting in the car and driving for- 
ty miles an hour and getting no- 
where and doing nothing after we 
get there. God is not that way. 


Now the ninth verse. Listen. 
“The Lord is not slack concerning 
his promise—’” and it is not two, 
and it is not three, and it is not 
a dozen promises; it is one particu- 
lar promise, just one promise—

Mechanically recorded for 
ation of the principle of the atomic 
bomb, right here in the Scriptures, 
written nineteen hundred years 
ago. When they took that little 
bomb out here in New Mexico a 
couple of hundred miles away 
from Albuquerque, put it on a big, 
tall steel tower, got everybody 
away from it, turned the switch, 
and let her explode, that steel tow- 
er just vaporized like steam going 
out of the spout of your teakettle. 
There was a loud explosion, a puff 
of smoke, and the steel tower va- 
porized; the ground around it 
crystallized and melted into silicon, 
etc. When the boys flew over 
Nagasaki and Hiroshima and 
dropped their bombs upon those 
two Japanese cities, they gasped 
their breath in exclamation as a 
puff of smoke shot in the air thou- 
sands of feet, and there was the 
jar, and the explosion and the 
heavy noise; and though they were 
thousands of feet up in the air 
fromthe bomb, they félt the vi- 
bration and jolt of it. They looked 
down, and where once a city of a 
hundred thousand people had been, 
in the twinkling of an eye it was 
gone, leveled to the ground, with 
nothing left but debris. “In a mo- 
ment, in a twinkling of an eye.”

leve Russia. You all love the 
country where you were born. 
With all my soul I would like to 
go back to Russia, the land of my 
birth, to preach the gospel. I 
earry my Russian Bible and my 
Russian dictionary with me all the 
time. I spend part of each day 
reading the Russian Bible so that 
I may be fluent again in that 
language. Should the Lord open 
the way, I want to evangelize as 
much of that country as He can 
use me to reach. I feel in my soul 
that the Lord is going to favor me 
in that way. 

America is going to pay my ex- 
penses when I go to Russia. Surely 
you will understand me when I 
say that it will be wrong for me 
to take up any sort of offerings 
over there except perhaps for the 
local expenses. I would be afraid 
that the Russians might think 
that that’s what I came there for, 
to make some extra money. But 
with the help of -Christians of 
‘America, I am going to give them 
the gospel free, even if I have to 
live on bread and water myself. 


| No Racial Discrimination 


It is a well-known fact that a 
great majority of the Jews will 
not stay in Europe. They have 
been uprooted. They are unhappy. 
They are afraid. They are dis- 
turbed. They are uncertain. Many 
of them will go to Palestine. 
Numbers of them will come to 
North America. Others will trek 
‘to South America. Others will find 
their way into Asia. Africa and 
other parts of the globe. Neverthe- 
less, there will be more Jews in 
Russia with every passing day 
than perhaps in any other part of 
the world. As long as the present 
regime exists in Russia, there will 
apparently be no racial discrimi- 
nation or persecution. If the Lord 
give me the privilege to go out 
to that vast land, just think of 
how many Jews might be turned 
to God. 

Even greater numbers of Jews 
are going back to Palestine. Be- 
tween 1920 and 1938 more Jews 
went back to live in Palestine than 
in any hundred years Or more since 
the destruction of Jerusalem by 

the Roman genera] Titus in the 
year 70. There are more Jews in 
Palestine today than there have 
been at any one time in the cen- 
turies that have past since the 
Roman armies overran Jerusalem. 

The rebuilding and restoration 
program going on in Palestine is 


amazing. The Jordan River, as 
you know, runs down hill. It 
starts way up in the Lebanon 


Mountains. By the time it hits 
the Dead Sea, it is many hundreds 
of feet below sea-level. That is 
why they call it the Jordan, the 
Go-downer. 


Largest Power Plant 

Some years ago a great station- 
ary engineer, a Polish Jew, by the 
name of Ruttenberg, using the 
go down waters of the Jordan, 
built the second largest power 
plant in all the world. It can pro- 
duce enough electricity to provide 
every home, every street, every 
factory, every farm, every bit of 
equipment in all of the Holy Land 
were it to extend from the Eu- 
phrates River on the North to the 
Nile River on the South, and were 
it as thickly populated as is New 
York; Chicago, Philadelphia and 
Los Angeles. The power is so 
eheap that it costs much less than 
anything we have anywhere even 
in the United States of America. 

The potassium and potash de- 
posits in the Dead Sea are worth 
more money than all this earth of 
ours has seen up to now put to- 
gether. It is utterly impossible 
to compute the wealth of the Dead 
Sea. 

In addition to all this, Pales- 
tine has now a great many of the

outlets of the of fields of the 
Sinaitic Peninsula, Oil is the very 
heartbeat of the economic and 
military life of any nation. 


Resolve of Russia 

Let’s lool. at the resolve of 
Russia in regard to world affairs. 
We orthodox, fundamental Bible 
students and preachers believe 
that Gog and Magog, that Mes- 
chech and Tubal refer to Russia, 
the Russian bear, the Russian Re- 
public, the Soviet Republic, or 
anything that you wish to call it. 
We believe that Sheba, and Dedan, 
and Tarshish, refer to England, to 
America, to Australia, to the 
Anglo-Saxon world and its allies. 
These will undoubtedly war 
against Russia in the cataclysm 
rceorded in this chapter. Russia 
will unquestionably desire Pales- 
tine. It must have that land in 
order to bring to fruition its plans 
for a world conquest. It cannot 
accomplish nor achieve world do- 
minion without having a strangle 
hold on the British Empire, and 
through the British Empire, on 
our United States of America. 
The Sinaitic Peninsula and Pales- 
tine will afford that strategic pos- 
ition to the Russian domination. 

Now, with this background of 
facts, we get into the main part 
ot the sermon. First, there are 
the causes that will bring about 
the Third World War. Second, 
there is the conduct of the Third 
World War. Third, there is the 
course that God expects the 
United States to pursue, if our 
land is to keep out of the war, 
or if our land should be dragged 
into it. 


Same Causes in All Wars 


The causes that will bring 
about the third world war are 
identically and exactly the same 
causes that brought the First 
World War, that started the Sec- 
ond World War. The first cause 


is sin. The second cause is self- 
fishness. The third cause is sense- 
iessness. 


Think of the sin that has swept 
the United States in the last 
twenty-five years. There has 
never been anything like it in the 
history of the world. We sent our 
boys across in 1917. We won the 
first world war. We lost less men, 
less money than any other bellig- 


erent nation. Our soil was not 
invaded. Our cities were not 
touched. So, we celebrated. We 


praised God. We thanked Him 
for giving us the victory by spit- 
ting in His face when we repealed 
the Eighteenth Amendment. That 
was sin. This is sin. 

When the war was finished and 
the prime potentiaries of the 
world came together in Versailles, 
France, not one of the confer- 
ences began with prayer. God 
was not permitted to sit at the 
round table discussions. That was 
another sin, forgetting God and 
the part that God must play in 
the activities and affairs of the 
nations. 


Beseeching God’s Favor 


I went to seminary in 1930 in 
the very height of the depression. 
We were told again and again by 
preachers and professors that 
after the war was over, America 
would go down on her knees. Ev- 
erything would be all right. We 
refused to humble ourselves before 
God. Came the fearful] depression. 
Again we were told that the de- 
pression was the best thing that 
happened to this country religi- 
ously, and that it would bring 
people to their knees beseeching 
God’s favor. It did nothing of the 
kind! Missionaries were recalled. 
Religious schools were closed. 
Seminary professors went without 
remuneration. Preachers had to 
go out into secular work. The 
saloons kept right on, as did the 
dance halls and the theaters. 

Propaganda that caused the re- 
peal of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment was heaped upon us. They 
said that if we would open the 
saloons and the distilleries there 
would be no unemployment. Every 
man would have a job. The Lord, 
looking down from heaven, said, 
“If you think so, I will show you 
what unemployment is.” Twelve 


million Americans were without 
work, practically made beggars as 
they were forced to live on CCC, 
on WPA, etc. 


We were further told that if the 
Bighteenth Amendment were re- 
pealed, everybody’s taxes would be 
reduced. The Government would 
have plenty of money. We would 
be out of debt very quickly. Again, 
looking down from_ glory, the 
Lord said, “If you think you can 
straighten out your debt by whis- 
key, by sin, I will show you what 
a debt is.” We are more than 
two hundred and fifty billion dol- 
lars in debt, and the end is not 
yet. 


Sinful Tendencies 


The same sinful tendencies also 
hcld sway in the Second World 
War. While our poor boys were 
out there dying, America launch- 
ed a bachanalia of sin that would 
put a Roman, an Athenian, a Cor- 


inthian, a Sodomite in blushing 
shame. In my. travels across the 
country, I came in contact with 


the awful wave of transgression 
that swept our nation, and could 
relate incident after incident of 
heartbreaking tragedies of sin that 
ran rampant. 


It seems that it takes the Unit- 
ed States a long, long, bitter 
time to learn the lesson of: the 
cracking of God’s whip. It seems 
that in our nation we have not 


yet taken heed of the awful mes- 


sage of God’s scourging of the 
nations. 

The second cause for the com- 
ing Third World War is unques- 


tionably selfishness. It was the 
cause for the first war. It was 
the cause for the second. While 


our boys were dying on Iwo Jima, 
on Okinawa, in Europe, on Afri- 
ca’s shore; while they were sweat- 
ing their hearts out, rotting their 
feet off, bleeding their lives out 
on Normandy beachheads, in the 
Belgian bulge, American finan- 
ciers, American industrialists, 
American manufacturers, Ameri- 
can bankers were saving, keeping, 
putting aside dividends for Ger- 
mans, Japanese, and Italian finan- 
ciers and manufacturers. 
War Boomerang 

During the course of my re- 
vivals all around the perimeter of 
the United States,- I have been 
used of the Lord on the Pacific 
Coast, the Gulf of Mexico and on 
the Atlantic side, and while in the 
cities on waterfronts, I have often 
gone to the wharfs and harbors to 
look around. In the months that 
preceded the last war, I saw 
scores, even hundreds of Italian, 
German, Japanese freighters load- 
ing on American scrap iron, which 
was to be used to kill Ethiopians, 
Austrians, Polish, Czechoslovak- 
ians, Manchurians, and Chinese. 
The same machinery, the same 
guns, the same bullets, the same 
bayonets, the same bombs made 
out of the scrap iron that we sent 
to the Japanese to kill off the Chi- 
nese, destroyed thousands of 
Americans. The same equipm-nt 
made. out of our exports, sent to 
Germany to kill her so-called ene- 
mies, later found lodging in prec- 
ious American bodies. 

Selfishness caused the first war. 
Selfishness caused the second war. 
Selfishness will cause the third 
war. 


Height of Selfishness 


Read the newspapers all you 
please, but d- not accept their 
propaganda blindly. Listen té6 all 
the commentators you care to, but 
be warned. Use your own head. 
Read between the lines yourself. 
You may as well face the facts. 
Study the trials of our enemies in 
Nuernberg, Germany, and in Tok- 
yo, Japan. What do you find? 
The generals are being tried. The 
camp guards are being tried. The 
financiers, the industrialists, the 
bankers of our enemy lands are 
not only left alone, but actually 
are being re-established in their 
factories, in their offices, in their 
industries. That is getting ready 
for the next war with a vengeance. 
Whether you like it or not, wheth- 
er you agree with me or not, that 
is the height of selfishness. 

America will never stop paying 
for the numbers of women who 
left their homes and their chil- 
dren to delinquency in this last 
war to go out and make an extra 
dollar in the name of _ so-called 


patriotism.: My Bible teaches me 


that it is a sin for a woman to 
wear men’s clothes, whether it be 
in the factory, in the home, on the 
street. If she has to wear men’s 
clothes in: an industrial plant, she 
does not belong there. There was 
enough man-power wasted in 
America to take the place of every 
woman who went to work. 


Selfishness, I repeat, will be 
the second cause to bring about 
the next war, There used to be 
a time in American politics when 
a man ran for office because he 
had some contribution to make to 
the country. He was a patriot. 
That is all gone. Politics, diplo- 
macy, are the crookedest business- 
es there are in the world. With 
almost every politician, it seems 
to be, “Me first, my party second, 
America last or not at all.” That 
will undermine any nation. That 
will undermine a world. 


Left God Out 

The third alarming thing that 
will force the world into war again 
is senselessness. America is Aa 
Christian country. England is a 
Christian country. Chang Kai-shek 
is a Christian. But the mistakes 
of the prime potentiaries of 1920 
are being repeated. However, at 
all meetings of representatives 
from these countries in Teheran, 
Cairo, Yalta and even in San 
Francisco (our own country), God 
was left entirely out of the pic- 
ture. 

At the end of World War One, 
in the making up of the peace, it 
was Presbyterian Woodrow Wil- 
son, Baptist Lloyd George, Catho- 
lic Nitto Nitti who sold out to 
Atheistic Clemenceau. In this war, 
in the making of peace, it is Bap- 
tist Truman, Church of England 
Attlee, Methodist Kai-shek who 
are selling out to Molotov, to Sta- 
lin, the atheists. Russia does not 
want the name of God mentioned. 
So our so-called Christian leaders 
are betraying God, betraying their 
nations, betraying their people, by 
pleasing man rather than God. 

Senseless, utter senseless confi- 
dence in poor self, utter senseless 
abandonment of God's way, will 
go far towards bringing about the 
next war. 


What’s Out Ahead 


Conduct of the war is another 
thought involved in this message 
for consideration. What about 
the warriors? What about the wea- 
pons? What about the warfare? 
What about the outcome of the 
war? 

On the one side will be Russia, 
on the other side will be England 
and America. You say, “America 
will not have to fight any more,” 
No! She doesn’t have to if she will 
only comply to God’s conditions, 

You ask the question, “How do 
you know that Russia will fight 
Great Britain and the United 
States?” There are many reasons. 

Russia wants Palestine. It wants 
it badly. Close your eyes and 
think of geography. Can you place 
Palestine on the map? It is in 
Asia Minor, together with Sinaitic 
Peninsula, ‘making a land bridge 
from Europe to Asia to Africa. 
The one who controls that land 
bridge has his fingers around the 
throat of the world. Do you rea- 
lize that England will fight until 
every Britisher dies in his tracks 
before it will give up the Suez 
‘Canal. That is the only lifeline 
between the various parts of the 
great British Colonial Empire. 
Russia knows it. That is why she 
wants that land bridge. 


Europe as a Reservoir 

The second reason Russia wants 
Palestine is because Europe is 
devastated. Europe is destroyed. 
Europe is desolated. It will take 
at least fifty years to rebuild 
Europe where it ought to be. Rus- 
sia does not particularly care for 
conquests in Europe, except as a 
reservoir from which to draw 
men for its army. The Big Bear 
wants the fertile land of Asia 
Minor, the land that by irrigation, 
can once again become the grain- 
eries of the world. It wants the 
oil of Persia, of Iran, or Arabia. 

I am going to prophesy! If the 
Lord tarries, here is what is going 
to happen. Within the next ten 
years, twenty years at the most, 
communism will take over all of 
Europe, most of Asia, from the 
borders of France, China, Man- 
churia, northern part of India, 


even into Japan. In Asia alone

there live more than half of the 
people on earth. In China there 
are more than four hundred mil- 
In India there are 
more than three hundred and 
seventy-five million people. In 
Russia there is one soldier for 
every ten of the population. Rus- 
sia will then have a reserve of 
approximately a billion people on 
which to draw. It will be able to 
put more than a hundred million 
soldiers into the field. 


Russia Not Asleep 

How many soldiers will the 
Allies be able to raise? At the 
very utmost, at the very height 
of conscription, England and the 
United States of America will not 
be able to put into the field any- 
where near forty million fighting 
men. Think again! A hundred mil- 
lion on one side and less than half 
of that on the other side. You 
may think that American equip- 
ment will overcome that. No, Rus- 
sia is not sleeping. Its scientific 


laboratories are turning out death — 


inventions almost as fast.as ours. 

It is astounding to comprehend 
—a hundred million = soldiers, 
equipped with the latest in death 
dealing machinery, on the march 
as a mighty swarm of locusts de- 
vouring everything before it. Rus- 
sia is not going to be twiddling 
her thumbs while America is de- 
veloping atomic energy. She is 
racing as hard as her scientists 
can cover ground to develop an 
atomic bomb of her own. 


God Offers a Way Out 
What are the allies going to 


do? If we go on acting like we are 
acting; if we go on defying God; 
if we go on denying God, I tell 
you, there is not a thing we can 
do. But, in this thirty-eighth chep- 
ter of Ezekiel which we quoted 
at the opening of this message, 
God Almighty offers us a way out. 
He tells us by inference that if 
we give Him the chance, He, Him- 
self, with the mighty powers of 
Heaven at His beck and call, will 
interfere, will fight against com- 
munistic, atheistic Russia. Accord- 
ing to this Scripture, God will do 
four things. 

First, there will come a terrible 
earthquake. There will be a shak- 
ing in Palestine. Whether this is 
the earthquake that must precede 
the coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, I do not know. I hope it is. 
The mountains will fall down. The 
walls of the city will fall down. 

The second thing the Lord will 
do to the barbarian hordes, the 
invading hosts and unbelieving 
mobs of Gog and Magog, will be 
to confuse their thoughts, their 
ideas, their plans, their languages, 
their desires. These will start 
fighting each other. There will be 
a terrible rebellion in the ranks 
of Gog’s armies, 

Pestilence Over Land 

The third thing will come matur- 
ally, almost of itself. The dirt, the 
filth, the scum rising up from the 
bowels of the earth, from the 
water sources polluted by the 
earthquake, will imundate the 
lakes, the rivers, the creeks, the 
seas of the land. Noxious, poison- 
ous, deadly vapors will rise into 
the air. There will come a pesti- 
lence, a destroying pestilence, a 
God-sent pestilence, that deci- 
mate the hosts of the bear. 

Last of all, there will come an 
atomic rain from Heaven, a rain 
of fire and brimstone. They might 
Say that the fighting within the 


ranks of the invading armies is 


just a common experience, and 
has been witnessed through the 
ages, again refusing to see the 
hand of God. They might ration- 
alize the pestilence as something 
that is inevitably the result of

preposition, and yet they never 
win a soul. I know many preach- 
ers who never split an infinitive, 
and yet they never win a soul. 
Education will not make you a 
soul winner, I am for education. I 
have been exposed to a little of it; 
it didn’t, much of it, take on me! 
But education isn’t the thing that 
makes you a soul winner. If you 
want to be a soul winner, the 
very first thing you must do is 
to make up your mind that you 
are going after souls; that you 
will work at it; that you will put 
this thing first on your schedule. 
God lets those be soul winners 
who work at it. You see, the 
Scripture says, “He that goeth 
forth ...” “He that goeth forth 

All the way through the Bible 
God puts this thing first; this re- 
quirement is first. Going after 
Sinners is the first and most im- 
portant element of winning souls. 
For example, in the Great Com- 
mission, as it is given in Mat- 
thew 28, verses 18, 19 and 20, the 
Scripture says, 

“Jesus came and spake unto 
them, saying, All power is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth. 
Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
Teaching them to observe ail 
things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
the world.” 

Notice that “GO YE” comes 
first. A lot of people put preach- 
ing first. My, how we preachers 
like to preach! Now, isn’t it right 
for a preacher to preach, and to 
want to preach? Yes, yes; pro- 
vided that it isn’t just an end in 
itself; provided a+ man doesn’t 
just enjoy the sonorous phrases 
and the meticulous outline and 
the beauty of construction. You 
know, preaching isn’t just for the 
sake of preaching; it is to get 
Sinners saved. God forgive us 
preachers who get nice sermons 
to the unsaved and then preach 
them to empty benches! We 
preach sermons on the grace of 
God and the gospel of salvation 
to a congregation that does not 
include. one single sinner. We com- 
mit the sin of beginning in the 
middle instead of beginning where 
God says to begin. We ought to go 
after sinners. 

Isn't it a strange thing that we 
would not know, then, that one 
ought to do personal work, éhat 
one ought to do advertising, that 
one ought to use any kind of in- 
centive that is legitimate, to get 
people to come to the services 
and bring their unsaved loved 
ones to the services. I lay on your 
hearts this terrible and tragic 
fact. All about us are workers 
who spend their lifetime in Chris- 
tian service, yet ey do not win 
many souls, pen because 
they do not go after sinners. They 
live good lives; they preach good 
sermons; they sing beautiful 
songs; they have nice organiza- 
tions; they have good literature. 
But the only way to get sinners 
Saved is to go after them. That 
is first in the Great Commission. 
Preaching is good, but it comes 
secondary to going in the Great 
Commission, 

In Mark 16:15 the Scripture 
says, “Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every 
creature.” We ought to go before 
we preach. Isn’t it strange that 
the children of this world are 
wiser than the children of God? 
If you are going to go fishing, you 
go first, and then you fish. No- 
body with any sense would hang 
fishhooks out of the car window 
as he goes down Michigan Ave- 
nue. You wouldn’t catch any 
fish. You might catch a pedes- 
trian, but you wouldn’t catch any 
fish. You go first, and then you 
fish. You go hunting, and then 
you hunt. And if you want to be 
a soul winner, you have to go 
soul winning. Going comes first 
in the Great | on, every 
time the Saviour mentioned it. 
Oh, may God give us a heart to 
go! 

“Do you know what we talk 
about when we discuss preachers 


and personal workers and so on? 
We talk, about their voice and 
their diction; we talk about their 
delivery; we talk about their 
speech, But the Bible doesn’t. My, 
my—the bad things the Bible 
says about our talking apparatus! 
The Bible says, “Their throat is 
an open sepulchre.” That is spir- 
itual halitosis, isn’t it? The Scrip- 
ture says, “They go astray as 
soon as they be born, speaking 
lies." That isn’t very flattering, 
is it? The Scripture says that the 
tongue is a little matter, but it 
sets “on fire the course of natufe; 
and it is set on fire of hell.”” The 
Bible doesn’t talk very well about 
our tongues, does it? But do you 
know what the Bible says about 
soul winners? The best thing the 
Bible says About a soul winner is 
not his tongue; it is his feet: 
“How beautiful upon the moun- 
tains are the feet of them that 
bringeth good tidings” (Isa. 52:7). 

When I was a teacher in Way- 
land College in Plainview, Texas, 
Dr. E. P. Atwood, who is now a 
teacher of Bible at Hardin-Sim- 
mons University, was president. 
He and I were together in a re- 
vival campaign..I led the singing 
and he preached. One day as we 
rested a bit in the hotel room, 
he looked over at me and said, 
“Brother John, I thought perhaps 
you would be a preacher. [I was 
not, then; I was a college teach- 
er.] I thought perhaps you would 
be a preacher, but I don’t think 
you ever can be.” 


“Why not?” I asked. 

“Because you have such big, 
ugly feet. The Bible says, ‘How 
beautiful are the feet of 
them that bringeth good tidings.’ 
And you have such big,ugly feet, 
[ don’t think you can ever be a 
preacher!” 

That was jocular, of course, 
but anybody that wins souls will 
have beautiful feet, in God's 

sight. You see, God wants you 
to go. It is the going forth that 
God wants you to do. You can be 
a soul winner if you go. 


Consider what the Saviour said 
on this matter in Luke, chapter 
14. “A certain man made a great 
supper, and bade many: And sent 
his servant at supper time to say 
to them that were bidden, Come; 
for all things are now ready. And 
they all with one consent began 
to make excuse.” 


Now watch this servant! You 
know, he didn’t talk long, but did 
he run his feet off! He came back 
to the master and said, “Lord, 
it is done as thou hast command- 
ed, and yet there is room.” 


The master said then, “Go out 
quickly into the streets and lanes 
of the city, and bring in hither 
the poor, and the maimed, and 
the halt, and the blind.” So he 
went everywhere and told every- 
body. Then he came back to the 
master and said, “Lord, it is 
done as thou hast commanded, 
and yet there is room.” 

And the lord said unto the ser- 
vant, “Go out into the highways 
and hedges, and compel them to 
come in, that my house may be 
filled.” 

If you consider carefully, you 
will see that that servant did his 
duty. He got the house full. Some- 
body was at each plate. It might 
have been a blind man or a beg- 
gar; it might have been some poor 
fellow; it might have been some 
one who certainly’ was not accus- 
tomed to eating at banquet 
tables; but he had the house full, 
Do you know how he got them? 
Not with eloquent speech, not 
with many words of wisdom, but 
by persistent, hard work. He just 
walked and walked and walked! 
And if you want to be a soul win- 
ner, you are going to have to make 
up your mind to GO. 

One of the main reasons you 
Christians do not win souls is be- 
cause you do not get out and 
work at it. That’s it—you do not 
go after sinners. You make alibis; 
you do not have time; you do not 
think people will listen to you; 
or “people are so callous and 
hard”; or “we are in the last 
days.” But the real reason you do 
not win souls, first of all, is be- 
cause you do not work at it as 
you ought. “He that goeth forth 
and weepeth, bearing precious seed, 


shall doubtless conie again with 
rejoicing, bringing his sheaves 
with him,” 

I want you to notice the first 
chapter of John. There we find 
several striking cases of soul 
winning. And all we know about 
it, all that is given by divine in- 
Spiration here, except for just a 
few words, is that they just went 
out and got them. The Scripture 
Says that one day as John the 
Baptist was preaching he said, 
“Behold the Lamb of God!” And 
Andrew and John the Beloved 
went home with Jesus, and they 
were never the same again. 


The-next day, the Scripture 
says, “One of the two which 
heard John speak, and followed 
him, was Andrew, Simon Peter's 
brother. He first findeth his own 
brother Simon, and saith unto 
him, We have found the Messias, 
which is, being interpreted, the 
Christ. And he brought him to 
Jesus” (John 1:40-42). 

Say, I could say that much! lL 
could say, “I have found the Sav- 
iour. Don’t you want to find Him? 
Come on; I'll take you to Him.” 
That is very simple. You Know, 
I have found this to be true in re-j 
vival campaigns, sometimes. Of 
course there ought to be people 
who can answer difficulties. Of 
course there ought to be people 
who can sit down with an athiest 
and show him the foolishiness of 
his arguments. Dr. R. A. Torrey 
won so many athiests to Christ. 
Thank God, I have won a few! 
I say, somebody ought to do that. 
But that is not the main trouble 
with most people: they just need 
somebody to say to them, “Come 
on to Jesus.” You know, many & 
time as I have given an invita- 
tion to great congregations in re- 
vival campaigns, someone would 
just put a hand on another's el- 
bow and say, “Come on, let’s go. 
Come on; you ought to go now 
and be saved,” and he would come, 
Many a time I myself have just 
spoken to some man and _ =said, 
“Don’t you want to be a Chris- 
tian?” and immediately his lips 
quivered and tears came to his 
eyes as he said, “I do.” 


I remember one fellow was s0 
hard, so tough that nobody 
thought he would be saved. He 
was a man who had claimed to be 
an infidel, an old farmer with 
gray hair and a blustery manner. 
I said to him one night, “Listen: 
aren’t you sick and tired of this 
foolishness, of going on like this? 
Your hair is gray and you have 
to meet God, Aren’t you tired of 
this business?” 

He said, “Preacher, to tell you 
the truth, I am,” 

Oh, there are plenty of people 
who would come if you just went 
after them! “He that goeth forth 


In this same first chapter of 
the gospel of John we have the 
story of Philip. Jesus got Philip; 
He just said, ‘Philip, follow me.” 
It was not sonorous language and 
marvelous eloquence. It was just 
that this poor sinner needed sav- 
ing,’ and Jesus said, ‘Come on,

many rules to keep about soul 
Winning. Everything that will 
help I want to do. It is right 
that we shali have our breath 


right and have our attitude kind- 
ly, and have patience and toler- 
ance, and all that. We should do 
everything we can do that is sen- 
sible. That is all right. But the 
main thing is to go. ; 
You watch this fellow, Philip, 
now. He goes to Nathanael and 
says to him, “We have fgund him, 
of whom Moses in the law, and 
the prophets, did write, Jesus of 
Nazareth, the son of Joseph.” 
About this time, I interrupt the 


eonversation. I say, “Here, my 
goodness! Philip, what do you 
mean? Are you a modernist?’’ 


I imagine Philip would say, 
“A modernist? What's that? l 
@on’t know what you are talking 
about; I’ve just been converted. 
Is that some kind of a denomina- 
tion ?”’ 

“Oh, no,” I say. “A modernist 
ie one who does not believe that 
Jesus was born of a virgin, does 
not believe that the Bible is true. 
You say that Jesus is the son of 
Joseph. Don’t you Know that 
Jesus was born of a virgin mother, 
without a human father?” 

“Why, you Know, maybe I did 
hear something about that, but I 
had forgotten it if I did. I have 
just been converted, and I wanted 
Nathanael saved so badly.” 

“Well,” I say, “you have surely 
ruined it now. As ignorant as you 
@re, you can’t get anybody saved.” 

Well, Nathanael . started an 
argument right away, like .they 
would with a new convert, I guess. 
Wathanael said, “Can there any 
good thing’ come out of Nazar- 
eth?” Nathanael pressed the mat- 
ter: “You must show me a Scrip- 
ture that says anything about the 
Messiah coming out of Nazareth.” 

Philip is at the end of his rope, 
fen’t he? Or is he? Oh, no he isn’t! 
Argument isn’t what it takes to 
win souls, primarily. He _ said, 
“You come and see} He saved me. 
I dare you to come to Jesus with 


me and see for yourself. Come on 
and see!” 

So he brought him to Jesus and 
Jesus did the rest. Jesus said, 
‘There is a Jew, an Israelite, in 
whom is no guile.’ 

And Nathanael said, ‘Rabbi, 
how do you know about me? 
What do you know about me?’ 

Jesus said, ‘I know all about 
you. I saw you this morning out» 
under that fig tree, with your 
hungry heart.’ I think he went out 
there to pray. A fig tree is a fine 
place to pray; the big leaves 
coming down on every side make 
kind of an umbrella. 
on his face Nathanael 
and he said, ‘“‘Rabbi, thou

art the Son of God: thou art the 
King of Israel.” 
You see, what it really takes 


to win souls is just what Philip, 


the new convert, had. It takes 
only what anybody can do, and 
that is to go after them. 


2. Anybody Can Be a Soul 
Winner 

And that leads me to say, sec- 
ond, then, that anybody can do 
soul winning since it is primarily 
going after people. Since it is pri- 
marily, if you are converted, go- 
ing after people, anybody can do 
it. 


You look in the fourth chapter 
of John and you will see a wom- 
an—she was rather a_ shabby, 
poor creature, wasn’t she? She 
had been married five times and 
was living with a man she wasn't 
married to, when Jesus talked to 
her. When she got converted, she 
left her waterpot and went to the 
city and said to the men, “Come, 
see a man, which told me aill 
things that ever I did: is not this 
the Christ?” 

Now, really, she stretched it a 
little, didn’t she? Jesus didn't 
really tell her everything she ever 


did! But, bless her heart, she 
knew He knew it all, and so she 
told them about Him. The men 
said, ‘You know, this woman has 


it! I guess that must be the Mes- 
siah, sure enough. He knew all 
about her shabby life and her five 
husbands, and I guess He is the 
One!’ A lot of them were con- 
verted before they got out to 
where Jesus was, and the rest of 
them said, ‘Let’s go see.’ When 
they got out there and saw Jesus, 
and heard Him, they said to the 
woman, ‘You’re right! He surely 
is the Messiah. He’s the Saviour!’ 
And what a revival they had for 
two days! 

The twelve aposties didn’t stir 
out of their tracks; they stood 
around and criticised this poor 
ignorant woman: ‘I don’t see 
what Jesus sees in that woman, 
talking to her. Why doesn’t Hé 
come on and eat these sandwiches 
we brought Him?’ 

But Jesus knew. And when this 
woman was converted. she got the 
whole town out to hear Him and 
many people were saved. 


I am saying that anybody can 


do it. 
3. Sinners Are Ready 


Next I would like to show you 
that sinners are ready to be 
reached. Many poor sifners are. 

I remember when I moved back 
to Forth Worth, Texas, as an 
evangelist, and lived on Seminary 
Hill, where the Southwestern 
Seminary is. I liked to be with 
preachers then as I do now. My 
wife was in a Sunday School class 
which was taught by Mrs. L. R. 
Scarborough, wife of the presi- 
dent of the Seminary. She was a 
great Christian woman, a great 
Christian soul Winner. Mrs. Scar- 
borough had about one hundred 
women in the class. Mrs. Rice 
came one day from class and 
said, “Honey, you know, in our 
Sunday School class there is a 
lost woman. Half the women in 
there are preachers’ wives and 
missionaries, and this is the only 
lost woman in the class. It looks 
as though she must be awfully 
gospel-hardened. It as if 
she must be awfully cold _ in 
heart; but she comes to Sunday 
School every Sunday. I guess I 
couldn’t do her any good, but I 
fee] I’ve got to talk to her. Will 
you go with me to see her?” 

“Yes, I'll go,” I said. 

We thought that this was really 
going to be a tough case. She 
must be gospel-hardened. She 
lived just two doors below Dr. 
Scarborough; a preacher was liv- 
ing on one side of hér and a 
Christian Educational worker on 
the other. Here she mixes with all 
these Christian people—mission- 
aries, preachers’ wives, and so on 
—and she must really be a tough 
case, we thought. So we prayed 
about it. My wife hired a woman 
to come and spend a half day 
with the children. We said, “We'll 
have to take plenty of time be- 
cause she is a tough case.” 

We went over to the home and 
met us at the door. To tell you 
the truth, I was a bit timid, 
though I was a preacher, She 
opened the door and said, “Oh, 
Mrs. Rice! I’m so glad to see 
you; how kind of you to come and

see. me. Is this Brother Rice?”’ 
(Down South, you know, all the 
preachers are “Brother,” regard- 
less of who is addressing them.) 
“Why, come in, come in! I’m so 
glad you came.” 

We soon settled down, and I 


began to wonder just what would 
be the best way to approach this 
matter. “I’m afraid she will baw! 
me out; then I would lose contact 
with her. Now, how can I|1 be 
tactful?” (Sometimes we _ are 
more concerned about being tact- 
ful than we are about souls!) I 
saw a Bible on the table, so I 
picked it up and said, “This is 
surely a lovely Bible.” 

“Yes, my mother gave me that 
last Christmas.” 

I said, “If you were a Cnhris- 
tian—-I understand you are not— 
(and I talked fast so she wouldn't 
interrupt me!)—wouldn’t it be 
wonderful if you were a. Christian, 
and you and your husband could 
read this Bible together every 
day? Wouldn’t that be lovely?” 

Very gravely she said, “We do 
read it. We have read a chapter 
every night since Mother gave it 
to us last Christmas.” 

Well, that took the wind out of 
my sails, so I backed up and 
started again. “But,” I said, “if 
you were Christians, you could 
get down and pray together, and 
ask God to forgive any mistakes 
and sins, and keep you through 
the night, and make your home 
happy.” 

“Well,” she said—and by this 
time she was weeping—‘but we 
do pray. We pray every night. Il 
kneel down by my chair here, 
and my husband kneels down by 
his chair there, and we pray 
every night.” 

Finally I got bold enough to 
question her and I said, “Well, 
why aren’t you saved, then?” 

She began to sob and cry like 
a baby. “I want to be. I’ve done 
everything I know. I just can't 
do it. I don’t know how to be 
saved.” 

I said, ‘““God bless you, you are 
soon going to find out how.” I 
turned to the third .chapter of 
John in her new Bible, and in five 
minutes she was a happy Chris- 
tian, a happy, joyful Christian. 

We went back home and Mrs. 


Rice told the woman she had 
hired for half a day, “Never mind, 
we won't need you the half-day.” 
The woman wasn’t such a hard 
case after all.

and these sermons by the editor 
also brought results in signed de- 
cision slips: A Wedding Invita- 
tion; R. S. V. P.; Facing the 
Pierced Jesus; When God’s Pa- 
tience Wears Out; A Sermon for 
Children; and A Sermon From a 
Catholic Bible. 

We always rejoice especially 
when we hear from people in for- 
eign lands who have read the 
paper and the books and have 
been saved. During July we had 
reports of conversions from Lu- 
zon, Philippines; Kano, Nigeria, 
and Umuahtfa, Nigeria, in West 
Africa; the Canal Zone, and Cala- 
bar Province, South Nigeria, West 
Central Africa. 

In August a young man wrote 
us from John Brown University, 
saying, “I want to see Dr. Rice’s 
writings distributed widely in the 
Philippine Islands. While in the 
Army I was stationed there, and 
had a chance to see what a good 
work Dr. Rice’s literature could 
do. Those people learn usually 
more than one language, and the 
great majority are literate in Eng- 
lish. Dr. Rice’s simplicity seems 
to be easily understood by them, 
and they seem to understand the 
great Christian truths more eas- 
ily when they are expounded by 
Dr. Rice. 

“I know one boy, P——~ M-——, 
who was saved through reading 
Religious But Lost. He was a 
good church member, but didn’t 
realize how to be saved. This 
condition is widespread among 
Filipino Protestants today, and 
needs sound, simple, gospel! 
preaching and explanation as the 


remedy. The Filipinos all seem 
to like and want more of Dr. 
Rice’s writings, as they present 


the Bible teachings, and present 
them plainly and simply.” 

We had a letter from a man in 
prison camp at Woodbridge,’ Vir- 
ginia; in August, and he had the 
same difficulty in seeing that he 
could not save himself. He wrote, 
“T read your booklet on lost sin- 
ners, and IT am writing to let you 
know I have been born again and 
I believe in the Lord Jesus Christ 
and take Him as my Saviour. It 
took me a long time to realize lI 
couldn’t save myself. But I thank 
God that He said, ‘Come unto 
me all ye that labor and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest.’ 
I am so giad I found rest and a 
peace of mind. I am very inter- 
ested in evangelistic work and I 
am taking up God’s work when I 
leave this prison camp. I have 
two and a half years to do yet. I 
am also interested in your Chris- 
tian literature. I would be very 
grateful if you would send me 
some, and I will try to win others 
to Christ....Please pray for me 
and I wil] pray for you also.” 

This determination to _ serve 
Christ on the part of new con- 
verts is one’ of the greatest bless- 
ings we receive in hearing from 
them. We have a letter from a 
man who signs the decision blank 
and then adds, “I believe Jesus is 
calling me for service.” | 

It is wonderful to think of the 
way God can use one to win an- 
other, ‘that one to win others, in 
an everspreading chain of new 
Christians! Brother A. C. Smith 
of San Antonio, Texas, has sent 
us this letter from a man in the 
penitentiary at Huntsville, Texas: 

“I was talking to Brother B——— 
G and he has been talking 
te me about my soul and I am 
sorry that I haven’t taken Jesus 
as my personal Saviour until now. 
God bless Brother G——————— for 
his kindness and loving interest 
tewards me and-a whole lot of 
men here think the same thing 
about him because he tries to hive 


* gnd d6 his best to show others his 


good work. He told me that you 
would send me a Bible for I 
haven’t got one.” And enclosed 
was ai decision slip from The 
Swerd of the Lord, '* 

It is a remarkable thing that 
the people who write us profes- 
sing to accept Christ usually ask 
for other books or literature, and 


seem eager to learn more about 
Christianity. Often they ask us 
to pray for lost loved ones, and 
seem to have a real burden for the 
lost. Some ask prayer for grace 
to resist a particular temptation 
or overcome a special sin, as the 
use of tobacco. Some write from 
hospitals, asking prayer for heal- 
ing. Some tell of homes reunited 
after one or both had been saved. 
There .is almost always some sign 
of growth in grace that rejoices 
the heart, as this woman who 
writes from North Carolina, “I 
have just finished reading your 
wonderful book, The Last Judg- 
ment. I have made my decision 
for Christ, and I do pray that 
many more will be saved by read- 
ing your books. May God bless 
you and your work. I have been 
an awful sinner but now, praise 
God, He has set me free. Please 
pray for my unsaved husband.”’ 
She then orders five of Dr. Rice’s 
other books.

scattered along our highways and 
you will see the same lust of the 
flesh. Listen to the music on your 
radios tonight when you get home, 
and every night during the week, 
‘and you will see that ninety per 
'cent of the programs appeal to the 
lust of the flesh. A bunch of silly 
gags are pulled. Some of them, 
of they were taken out of their 
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setting on the radio, would be per- 
fectly lustful and embarrassing 
and humiliating to decent, respect- 
able people. And fellows, if a 
preacher gets on the radio, and 
tries to raise money to carry on 
his work and build a work for God, 


people whine and bellyache like a 
stuck goat and say he is out after 
the money! And yet here Edgar 
Bergen sits with a little old wood- 
en-headed dummy on his knee ev- 
ery Sunday night, and gets $10,- 
000 a night for that one show! 
Jack Benny goes on a cigarette 
program over the radio and gets 
$25,000 every time he goes on the 
radio. Twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars a week! Here is a preacher 
who spends his life in the ministry, 
like this good brother has done here 
in Evansville Rescue Mission, and if 
he builds a nice little home so that 
he and his wife will have a place 
to live in their declining years, 
somebody looks at it with envious 
eyes. But if some peroxide-blond, 
half-naked woman out of’ Holly- 
wood who makes $300,000 or $400,- 
000 a year by showing her lustful 
charms and stimulating the sexual 
passions of men by her wriggling 
and wiggling and twisting and 
turning and writhing around— if 
she comes to town, brother, the 
whole city turns out. Often you 
will see her picture played up in 
the paper, where she kissed the 
mayor or some other political lead- 
er of the town. Am I telling you 
the truth? Why, sure! Of course 
I don’t suppose that ever happened 
in Evansville, but I know it can 
happen! It has happened in other 
places. Everything, my friends, is 
geared to the lust of the flesh to- 
day. 


Now, this day is going to come, 
according to God’s holy Word, 
when God is going to take judg-. 
ment on the wickedness of this 
earth and the men of this world 
who run after the lust of the flesh. 


Judgment Will Come Sudden- 
ly, Without Warning 


Now a second thing I call your 
attention to, is that when that day 
dawns, it will be quick and sudden 
like a thief in the night. Some 
friends came to the service here 
night before last; and when they 
went out to get in their car, it was 
gone. Well, now the thief did not 
come and holler in at the door, 
“Mr. and Mrs. So-and-So, I have 
come to steal your goods.” So 
when Jesus comes, it will be with- 
eut warning—‘“In a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye, at the last 
trump: for the trumpet § shall 
sound, and the dead shall be raised 
incorruptible, and we shall be 
changed.” 


Then later, when the earth that 
is, is to be purged by fire, “The 
elements shall melt with fervent 
heat,” with a crash of noise and a 
puff of smoke. God has something 
waiting for this world, Mister. 
You can play the fool and go on 
without Christ and risk it if you. 
want to. This country is jittery 
abaqut what to do about the atomic 
bomb; we are afraid Russia will 
eut loose with it, or somebody else. 
We had better get to thinking 
about what will happen when God 
turns an atomic bomb loose on 
this earth. God will net make you 
get right with Him, Mister. God 
won't make you repent of your 
gins. You can shut your mind 
and stubbornly resist the Holy 
Spirit and go on down to your 
doom without God, if you want to; 
but God has written into His 
blessed Book, the principlés that 
ought to guide you. And there is 
not an unsaved man or woman 
here tonight but who ought to fall 
on your knees in repentance and 
get right with Almighty God. In 
the twinkling of an eye God will 
wipe this earth of its wicked con- 
dition, the elements shall melt 
with fervent heat, and with a 
great noise they shall pass away. 
That’s what the Book says’ 


God Delays Only so Mea 
Can Repent 


Now, there is one other thing in 
the Scriptures to which I want to 
eall your attention. It is the matter 
of why God delays that action. 
That is interesting, isn’t it? And it 
isn’t a mystery at all if we read 
the Bible. Did you see it? I'm 
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so glad it is in there! “The Lord’ 
is not slack concerning his prom- 
ise, aS some men count slackness, 
but is longsuffering to us-ward, 
not willing that any should perish, 
but that all should come to repent- 
ance.” Do you know why He is 
waiting? He is giving people a 
chance to come to repentance. The 
only reason God doesn’t touch that 
button in the heavens now, unlock 
the atoms around the globe, and 
bring this thing to a winding-up 
—the only reason God doesn’t do 
it is to give people one more 
chance to get right before it hap- 
pens. He “is not slack concerning 
His promises, as some men count 
slackness, but is longsuffering to 
us-ward, not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance.” Brother, if 
God Almighty gave this world its 
just deserts, He would have 
flashed that button and exploded 
that atom all around the globe a 
long time ago. But God loves hu- 
manity. God doves sinful men. God 
loves sinful women. He loves the 
drunkard in the gutter, the bum 
out yonder in the street, the rob- 
ber who goes in and takes other 
people’s property, and the woman 
who walks the-street in disease 
and disgrace. God looks down 
upon them and loves them and 
wants them to be saved. God 
wants every unsaved person to 
turn from his sins, trust in His 
Son and be saved, and He is hold- 
ing the key out of the lock in or- 
der to give another chance to be 
saved. That is the reason God is 
delaying. It is not because He is 
not going to do it, and not because 
He is not able to do it, but because 
He is longsuffering to us-ward, not 
willing that any should perish, but 
that all should come to repentance. 
And that is why I urge you to- 
night to accept this blessed love of 
Jesus Christ, turn from your sins, 
repent of your sins and be saved. 
That is exactly the warning that 
Simon Peter puts here. Listen to 
it: “Seeing then that all these 
things shall be dissolved...” Oh! 
Pile up your money in the bank, 
brother. One day she'll disappear 
into thin air. Buy your black land 
farms to grow more corn to fat- 
ten more hogs to buy more land 
to grow more corn to fatten more 
hogs to buy more land to grow 
more corn to fatten more hogs— 
but God is coming into the cycle 
one of these days. “Seeing then 
that all these things shall be dis- 
solved, what manner of person 
ought ye to be in all holy conver- 
sation and godliness.” That is my 
appeal to you tonight, my friend. 
We have had evidence before us 
in the last few months of the truth 
of the Scriptures which wag writ- 
ten two thousand years ago. Sud- 
denly, out of thin air, came a veri- 
fication of the very principle that 
is declared right here. 


The Confidence of the Born- 
Again 


The Scripture goes on to say, 
Nevertheless we, look for new 
heaven... and anew earth, where- 
in dwelleth righteousness.”’ God has 
something better In store than this 
old wickéd world, when that takes 
place. But, brother, that will be 
in store, not for everybody, but 
only for those who have been 
saved, who have trusted the Lord 
Jesus Christ! Yes, brother; God 
has something big ahead of us in 
this world—bigger than we have 
ever seen. That is why I am glad 
I am a Christian. That is why I 
love the Lord and try to serve 
Him. And I am ready if God 
should unleash the atomic power 
around the earth tonight and she 
should be dissolved. 


A lady came up to me this after- 
noon after I had spoken and said, 
‘Do you know that you are 
saved ?” 


I said, “Lady, I sure do!” A man 
ought to stand up like a tomcat 
spitting tobacco juice in a bull- 
dog’s eye and answer that ques- 
tion! 


“Well, Brother Sam, how do you 
know that you are saved?” 


Brother, the Bible teaches that 
we may know we are saved. Job 
said, “I know that my redeemer 
liveth.” There was no guesswork 
aboutit. There were no if’s, and’s, 
maybe-so’s or hope-so’s. He said, 
“T know that my redeemer liveth,” 
He did not back down a bit. The 
apostle Paul wrote, “For we know 


that if our earthly house of this 


tabernacle were dissolved, we have 
a building of God, an house not 
4made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens.” There was not any 
guesswork about it with Paul. He 
said, “We KNOW.” Confidence! 
Assurance! And in II Timothy 
1:12 he said, “I KNOW’’—not I 
guess or think or hope. You know, 
brother, I thank God for a know-so 
salvation. Paul said, “I KNOW 
whom I have believed, and am per- 
suaded that he is able to keep 
that which I have committed unto 
him against that day.’’ In another 
book he says, “For we know that 
if our earthly house of this taber- 
nacle were dissolved, we have a 
building of.God, an house not made 
with hands, eternal in the heav- 
ens” (II Cor. 5:1). And again 
he said, “We know that we have 
passed from death unto life, be- 
cause we love the brethren.” 

I will never forget when I was 
converted, in a little country 
schoolhouse in the blackjacks of 
East Texas. There was an old 
man living in that community by 
He had some 
boys that I ran around with, and 


the name of Beard. 


they were nearly as mean as I 


was! He. was a great leader. in 
the little old country schoolhouse 
church. He led-the song service, 
led the prayer service, and though 
I am not an old man, they had 
country ways in that little old 
country church. We opened by 
standing around the little country 
organ and playing and singing. 
He led in everything. I did not like 
to be around that old man. There 
hasn’t a man been born who likes 
to fish and hunt better than I do, 
and not many of them have been 
born* who could kill or catch less 
when they go than I do, either! 
That old man had some good coon 
dogs and some bulldogs; and we 
had some. I have been down in 
the woods with my dogs and heard 
them tree, and heard that old 
man’s dogs come and tree at the 
Same place, because, being neigh- 
bors, the dogs ran together a good 
deal. I have blown my horn and 
called my dogs off and gone off 
through the woods in another di- 
rection, rather than walk up there 
and kill a squirrel, because I knew 
that when Old Man Beard and I 
got through—-maybe I could turn 
the squirrel and he would shoot 
it or he would turn it and I would 
shoot it, and as soon as the squir- 
rel fell and the dogs went off, the 
old man would have turned and 
said, “Welk, let’s put the guns 
down here, Sam. The dogs will 
tree without us for a while.” And 
we would have hardly gotten seat- 
ed on that log until that old man’s 
arm would have gone around me 
and he would have said, “Sam, I’m 
praying that God won’t let you be 
lost. I’m praying that you won’t 
put it off too long. You know, you 
ought to be a Christian. You're a 
young man now, and old enough to 
know what it is to be saved.” 


We lived six miles from town, 
and we didn’t have Ferd cars and 
Buicks in those days. Some of 
them were on the market in the 
cities for the rich folks, but we 
were poor folks. I have been walk- 
ing to town, and looked back over 
my shoulder and saw an old bug- 
gy pulled by two certain little 
mules, and a man driving them. 
I have walked out in the woods, 
got behind a tree and stood be- 
hind that tree until that buggy 
got by and went on up to town, 
rather than ride. That buggy was 
driven by Old Man Beard, and I 
knew I would no more than get 
seated in that buggy until that old 
man would put the lines over his 
knee and say, “Well, Sam, I’m 
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praying that God will save you be- 
fore it’s too late.” 


You couldn’t get around him. 
That old man just bubbled over 
with religion all the time! You 
couldn’t get around him, He liked 
to talk about the Bible. He liked 
to talk about the church. To me 


he seemed like a regular old hypo- 
crite. I didn’t have any more con- 
fidence in him than anything. The 
reason I didn’t was because his 
kids were just as mean as I was! 
A man is responsible for his kids, 
you know! Folks talk funny when 
they are wrong with the Lord, 
don’t they? 


Then the summer meeting came 
on. I had started going with the 
girls by this time. I had found a 
pretty little girl. (You know how 
it is about sweethearts—the last 
one is always the sweetest. I have 
the sweetest one now! We have 
been married twenty-five years, 
and she is just as sweet and pret- 
ty as she ever was. Of course, it 
takes longer and costs more now 
than it did then!) And this girl— 
not the one that I later married, but 
tke young lady with whom I was 
keeping company—was a Christian 
girl and belonged to that little 
country church. I went with her 
a time or two. About the third 
Sunday night it was time for us 
to go to church, and [I sidled up 
to her—you know —and said, 
“Let’s not go to church tonight. 
I'd rather stay here and talk to 
you than to go to church.” But 
you know, she didn’t appreciate 
my compliment a bit! She just 
walked into the next room and got 
my hat down off the wall, came 
back and handed it to me, looked 
me in the eye and said, “Now 
Sam, I’m a Christian, and I love 
the Lord. My business is in the 
church. If you want to go to Sun- 
day School and church with me, 
I'll be glad to keep company with 
you. You are a nice boy, and I 
enjoy being with you. But if you 
don’t want to go to Sunday School 
and church with me you can just 
take your hat and go home, and 
you needn’t come back.” What do 
you reckon I said? I said, “I'll 
go to church.” Yes, siree! Oh, god 
give us some young ladies today 
with some convictions in their 
souls about what is right! Instead 
of sitting around sucking a ciga- 
rette and fumbling around over an 
old beer bottle and letting some 
boy neck you all over the place, 
have some backbone and some 
courage and some _ convictions! 
That is the biggest need in Amer- 
ica today! 


Well, I started going to that old 
country meeting with her. My fa- 
ther, who had always scoffed at 
religion, said, “You're just going 
to meeting so you can go with 
that gal.” Well, he was right 
about it; but I sure am glad I 
went with her, because, brother, 
it was in that meeting that I got 
under conviction for sin. The 
preacher preached and I got bow- 
legged with my burden. I just 
couldn’t stand it. It got hold of 
me, and I thought that girl had 


slipped around and told off on >! 
That’s what I thought! He kept 
preaching and I got more and 
more under conviction, The meet- 
ing started on Sunday night and 
by Wednesday night I had all I 
could carry. That night the 
preacher was preaching right 
down my alley. I'm telling you, 
he was hitting me every time he 
pulled the trigger! 


When I married Mrs. Morris, I 
gave her a man that was just as 
pure as the woman I married; and 
I married a woman just as pure 
as a woman ever could have been. 
My mother had taught me to live 
that way; thank God for a good 
old sweet mother who had convic- 
tions for her boy. But I was a 
sinner. I was wrong with God, and 
I knew God saw in my heart lots 
of things that should not be there. 
That night, when the preacher 
gave the invitation and [I held 
back, some friends came around 
and said, “Come on, Sam: Come 
on. Let’s make that decision to- 
night.” I was an eighteen-year- 
old, awkward, green, gawky, coun- 
try boy, right up in the sawmill 
camps. I had been doing side jobs 
in logging camps, out in the woods, 
in the blackjacks—and God got 
hold of my heart. I walked out 
from between the old _ school 
benches and started down the aisle 
to give my hand to the preacher. 
Brother, I never did get there. I 
landed right around the neck of 
that Old Man Beard! You talk 
about putting on a necking spree, 
we REALLY put on a necking 
spree! That old man would hug 
me and kiss me and pat me, and 
I'd hug and kiss and pat him! 
What did John say? “We KNOW 
we have passed from death unto 
life, because we love the brethren.” 
When I got right with God, I fell 
in love with God’s folks, and I 
never have felt right with any 
other crowd in the world since! 
Now, Old Man Beard had not 
changed; he was the same old god- 
ly man, but Sam Morris was 
changed! 

Yes, I am giad I am a Christian. 
And one of these days when the 
hour comes and I am taken out of 
this world, I am going to meet Old 
Man Beard. I am going to meet 
Mr. Miller, and I am going to meet 
a lot of other good Christian 
friends who prayed and helped to 
lead me to the Lord in that little 
old country schoolhouse. I am go- 
ing to shake hands with a lot of 
people across the nation who sat 
by their radios and listened to 
Sam Morris broadcast. I never 
saw them, and they never saw me, 
but God reached down and touched 
their hearts.

Thus we are commanded 
to pray that God will call out 
people and send forth evangelists. 
It is the unceasing burden of my 
heart that God will lay His hand 
upon earnest, Bible-believing men, 
fil them with His Holy Spirit, 
and call ang endue them for mass 
evangelism, preaching the gospel 
with power to great multitudes. 

Hence it is with real joy that 
we learn Rev. James V. Lamb, 
formerly of the Calvary Baptist 
Church, St. Louis, has felt the di- 
vine compulsion to give himself 
to a life of evangelism. 


Brother Lamb has been an un- 
usually successful pastor. A fellow 
pastor of his in St. Louis told me 
that Brother Lamb’s church was 
one of the most prosperous, spirit- 
ually, in the city. It has had a 
rapid growth, there have been 
many conversions, and the people 
are united and happy. A year ago 
I had Brother Lamb come to Spo- 
kane, Washington, to help me in 
the work of qa city-wide campaign 
there and asked him to earnestly 
consider full-time work in the 
evangelistic field. The pleadings of 
hig church prevailed for the time 
being. But more and more he and 
his good wife felt the clear call of 
God. At last he could delay no 
longer. About the first Sunday in 
September he announced his resig- 
nation as pastor. 


Brother Lamb has an A. B. de- 
gree, has finished his Master’s 
Degree in George Waskington Uni- 
versity except for his thesis on the 
life and work of D. L. Moody. He is 
a man of deep convictions, with a 
frank and genial and charming 
personality. He is a devoted soul 
winner. His high character, good 
training, pleasing speech, and his 
devotion to Christ and the Bible 
make him well prepared for this 
blessed work to which God has 
ealled him. Already he has a num- 
ber of engagements. With all my 
heart I commend him to the 
brethren as an evangelist. 


A letter from Evangelist Lamb 
reads, 

“August 10, 1946 
“Dear Brother Rice: 

“Praise the Lord from whom al! 
blessings flow! The Lord has been 
so good to us. It was wonderful 
when I accepted Christ as my 
Saviour; it was a joy unspeak- 
able when He called me to preach; 
and now I have joy on top of joy 
because He has made it clear that 
He wants me in full-time evangel- 
ism as an evangelist. I could not 
begin to tell you the peace and 
satisfaction of getting in the cent- 
er of His will. The Lord gave 
me a wonderful church to pastor 
and it is not because of any prob- 
lem in the church that I am 
leaving. Souls are being saved and 
the work continues to grow, but I 
knew I must sometime go out as 


an evangelist. This past year has 
been one of heart-searching and 
desperate seeking for God's direct 
will. Now that He has made it 
clear, I am happy beyond words. 

“Dr. Rice, I want to thank you 
for your sincere interest and pray- 
ers for the leadership of the Lord 
in Our lives. I praise God for your 
ministry here in St. Louis, in Spo- 
kane, and for your preaching and 
teaching at Winong Lake. The 
conference this year was better 
than ever and the Bible teaching 
on the Holy Spirit was superb.

More 
than that, I saw my own lack of 
power, my sins and a need for 
power and surrender to His will. 

“I resigned my church jast Sun- 
day, giving them one month’s no- 
tice.

I am still bothered some- 
what with rheumatism, but I feel 
that the Lord will enable me to 
bear it or heal me. Irene and I 
both are willing and ready to be 
used any place or any where He 
leads.
